Recent discussions at a meeting of the Museum Exec- 
utive Board produced new impetus for development of 
site plans for our Museum. An appeal will be made 
to the Minnesota Highway Department to adjust the 
right-of-way of the projected Highway 55 freeway 
through the Minnehaha area to allow for relocation 
of railroad right-of-way along Minnehaha Avenue to 
54th Street. 

Mr. Harry McKee, representing Northwest Airways, Inc., 
a local air museum group, discussed the possibility 
of coordinating the development of our two museums 
for the mutual benefit of both. The exploration of 
this possibility will continue. 

Prospects for securing an operating agreement with 
the University of Minnesota at Rosemount have been 
dimmed by the offer made by the University to the 
Atomic Energy Commission for 3,200 acres of land in 
that area for the proposed 340-million-dollar atom 
smasher.
